PROCESS 
 

Pursuant to NRS 281.511, Subsections 3, 4, 6, and 7: 
 
1.   The Executive Director: 

• Consults with Commission Counsel to determine jurisdiction. 
• Gathers information and investigates the facts and circumstances related to the 

request for an opinion (ethics complaint) to determine whether there is just and 
sufficient cause for the Commission to render an opinion in this matter. 

• Makes a written report and recommendation to a two-member Commission Panel 
regarding the just and sufficient cause determination. 

2.   The two-member Commission Panel: 
• Makes the final determination regarding whether just and sufficient cause exists for 

the Commission to hear and render an opinion in the matter.  In making that 
determination, the panel considers: 

• The Executive Director’s report and recommendation 
• The Ethics Complaint and all supporting documentation 
• The subject’s response and all supporting documentation 

3.   If the panel determines that just and sufficient cause exists, the Commission: 
• Hears the matter. 
• Renders an opinion as to the alleged violation. 
• Determines whether to impose a civil penalty if a willful violation is found. 
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
